The action means that President Pat-

inal section of the Shermnir anti-trust 
act. 
The indictments against the offi- 


cials were found by the federal grand 
jury in this city last December, while 
the demurrer which was overruled to- 
day was filed last April. 


Tn the demurrer, attorneys for the 


defendants contended that the charge 
against their clients was indefinite and 
uncertain and. therefore, contrary to the 
constitution, which gives every man a 
chance to know with what he is charged. 


Aviation Student Has Lucky Escape at

Baltimore, June 26.—Senator 
Ollie 


James, of Kentucky, at a harmonious 
meeting of the committee on perma- 
nent organization today, was named for 
permanent chairman of the national con- 
vention, but Urey Woodson, secretary of 
the national committee and from time 
immemorial secretary of succeeding dem- 
ocratic conventions, was defeated for 
that office by E. E. Britton, a news- 
paper man of Raleigh. K. C. 


The choice.of Mr. James was i unani- 


mous, but the roll was called 'on the 
secretaryship, Mr. Britton winning. 24 
to 18. Mr. Woodeon's high qualifica- 
tions for the office were admitted, but 
the Raleigh man's friends were deter- 
mined to honor him. 


In the informal discussion •n-hich pre- 


ceded the vote it was declared 
the 


choice, which ever way it fell, would be 
without political significance. Those of 
the committee who remained to vote 
accepted this phase, of the situation. 


the credentials committee early this af- 
ternoon, over the police control exercised 
at the Cook county democratic conven- 
tion. 


Mayor Harrison said he had detailed 


285 policemen and 25 plain- clothes men 
to preserve order; while "Mr. Sullivan 
charged him with having planned to con- 
trol tbe convention. 


The committee at 11:30 o'clock deter- 


mined to ask the convention to adjourn 
until 8 o'clock tonight owing to the in- 
ability of the committee to complete 
work on the contest cases. Arguments 
in the Illinois cases had not been con- 
cluded at that time. 


Illinois Taken Up. 


The Illinois contest cases were the 


first taken up when the credentials com- 
mittee met today to perfect the perma- 
nent roll of delegates to the Balimore 
convention. Roger Sullivan, whose con- 
trol of the state convention at Peoria 
and success in directing fights in Cook 
county was at stake was in frequent 
conference with friends outside the com- 
taittee room. 


The credentials committee held its ses- 


sions behind locked and . guarded doors. 
Each side in the Illinois contests was 
given 45 minutes for the presentation 


its arguments. The contestants in 


the case were the Harrison-Hearst dele- 
gates, who claimed to have secured an 
actual majority of votes over the Sul- 
livan delegates, who had been seated by 
the national committee.

Judge Parker's Opening. 


In opening, Judge Parker commented 


on the republican convention at Chica- 
go where he said the words "liar," "cor- 
ruptionist," "traitor," "thief," were free- 
ly used. 


"We will have nothing like that in 


this convention,"' he said. "We had a 
little difference hero this afternoon but 
there was nothing said by any one in 
that difference that was intended to be 
severe. 
If I thought that the chief 


speaker today was a little bit harsh, I 
remembered the three great struggles he

Going a Step Farther. 


There will be much public interest in the announce- 


ment from Indianapolis to the effect that Prof. H. E. Bar- 
nard, Indiana food and drug commissioner, is preparing to 
carry his pure food crusade a step farther. In addition to 
insisting that the people of Indiana be served foodstuffs 
that are healthful, that are not "doped" and that are just 
what they purport to be, Professor Barnard is going to in- 
sist that they be served in cleanly fashion, under sanitary 
conditions and by persons who are not suffering from con- 
tagious or communicable disease. 


It will probably be met with a vigorous protest from 


certain quarters and a claim that the pure food fad is be- 
ing carried to unreasonable extremes, but it is difficult to 
see how the position can be maintained. If foodstuffs are 
being served in hotels and restaurants, and being handled 
in grocer}' stores, bakeries and other establishments by 
persons suffering from maladies that render the food 
liable to contamination at touch, or if such persons are in 
any wise directly active in the preparation, manufacture, 
storage, sale, transportation, packing, distribution or serv- 
ing of the foodstuffs, the result may be to millify the very 
purpose for which the pure food law was enacted. It will 
probably, require time to take the new step, but it will be 
worth it.

Several years ago Tvhen, by federal 


suits, railroads in the hard coal region 
were ostensibly separated from produc- 
ing companies, it was thought that the 
•worst phase of the coal .problem had 
been dealt with. But this proved to be 
nri illusion. Using the 10 per cent in- 
crease in wages granted to the. miners 
as an excuse, the anthracite companies 
have raised rates to a figure equal to 
more than twice the amount lost in 
higher wages. The operators declared 
ther Tfere forced to do this because "ex- 
penses had been piling up.'' It was noted 
however, that at all point? where a grade i 
of anthracits came into competition with 
bituminous coal, the inrrea.se was not 
ordered. So much for competition. 


It is charged that Judge Arcbbald ha?
